ference In the affairs of Europe, it has been un- 
able lo escape the repercussions in the channels 
of commerce. 


A conference of premiers

application ot the Dawcs report. 
This was the 


report produced by a committee headed b. Gen- 
eral Dawts wliirli laid down the. groundwork for 
a general plan of self.help for Germany and tor 
the Allied nations of Kurope whieli have, since 
the treaty of Versailles, been looking to Germany 
for the payment of reparations. 


The London conference agreed'upon a number 


of Important matters, perhaps one ot tho most 
Important of which wa» a gold loan to be made 
to Germany to assist in her economic rehabilita- 
tion. 
The United States Is looked toi as probably 


the most conspicuous contributor 
towards this 


loan. 
Eight hundred 
million gold marks has 


been the sum set as meeting the requirements ot 
Germany at this time. This Is nearly J200.000.000 
Anywhere from 
51 OO.OuO.OOO to 5150,000.000 is 


the sum which it is estimated the American peo- 
ple will subscribe. 


A fact of utmost Interest in this connection I.s 


that, because of renewed confidence, in European 
stability. American bankers apparently are not 
waiting for the official 
flotatio>i or the Repara- 


tions Commission loan for Germany but are plan- 
ning to extend loans to Germans on their own 
initiative.

nouncements from Europe that the agreements 
for adopting tho Dawos report have been pro- 
gressing .satisfactorily.

The following: suggestions ave based partly on 


our own observations of successful and unsuccess- 
ful sales, and partly upon the experience of the 
prominent auctioneers with whom we arc con- 
stantly coming in contact. 


Time o 


If properly conducted, a sale will be successful 


at any time of the year from September 1st to 
May 1st, excluding, the holiday season. October, 
November, February and March might be called 
the best months. It is well to hold a spring auc-, 
tion early, as sales become very numerous towards 
the end of the season. 


Any day in the week is good except Saturday, j

T.'licre are two points of supreme importance in 


nn auction sale—the auctioneer and the advertis- 
ing. Both must be the best and neither one alone 
can make the sale successful. 


As to the auctioneer. Get the best man you 


can. It is better to pay $5.00 more for an auction; 
eer than to lose $100.00 on your sale. 


It takes more than talk to make a good auction- 


eer. He must be a good business man, a good 
judge of human nature, and fully acquainted willi 
the value of all kinds of property. He should be 
especially a good judge of live stock and able to 
explain points of merjt to his bidders. Get your 
auctioneer the first thing, for his name in your 
advertisement will help materially to draw at- 
tendance. 


The auction department has a list (not com- 


plete) of auctioneers which will be sent to you 
free on application. 


Select your clerk carefully. His position is a 


responsible one. He must be quick witted, so as 
to catch the bids instantly without being confused. 


Upon this depends the whole story of failure or 


success. No one in Southern Wisconsin should 
think of holding a sale without advertising it in 
THE JANESVILLE DAILY GAZETTE. This 
newspaper has a circulation of 12,000, over half of 
which is received in rural communities and outly- 
ing towns in Southern Wisconsin. 


The Gazette reaches practically every house 


within driving distance of your place. For this 
reason bills have largely gone out of use in and 
surrounding Rock county, most sellers depending 
on the Gazette alone for their publicity.

Usually such notes 'are 
made payable to some bank, and the bank will 
gladly furnish you with the blank notes.
